WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  demand  upon  the  water  srrpply  was  exceptionally 
heav^/.  Tills  v/as  due  to  the  presence  of  troops  and  a v/artime 
increase  in  population.  It  was  therefore  considered  advisable  to 
make  arrangements  for  an  emergency  supply  from  the  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board’s  mains.  In  spite  of  the  long  dry  spell  and  increased 
consumption  there  was  no  serious  shortage  and  no  emergency  supply 
was  actually  required.

The  average  dry  weather  flov/  has  steadily 
increased  and  the  disposal  works  have  dealt  with  a far  greater 
volume  than  was  anticipated  when  the  works  were  constructed. 
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In  spite  of  this  the  effluent  has  remained  satisfactory. 
SLATJGHICERHOUSES . 

The  centralised  scheme  for  slaughtering  and 
meat  control  commenced  in  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The 
central  slaughterhouse  for  thJ.s  area  is  at  Bakewell. 

Arrangements  were  made  that  all  inspection  of  carcases  was 
shared  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  three  Districts  concerned 
(Bakevi/ell  Rural  and  Bakewell  and  Matlock  Urban).  A table 
showing  total  inspections  is  appended.  Already  it  is  very 
obvious  that  such  a central  scheme-  enables  inspection  to  be 
carried  out  more  efficiently^.  The  most  noteworthy  feature  is 
the  large  number  of  animals  sent  for  ’’casual”  slaughter  on 
account  of  accident  or  illness.  Under  the  old  system  of  many 
small  slaughterhouses 5 it  was  seldom  that  the  Meat  Inspectors 
were  notified  of  ’’casual”  slauglifcer^  which  is  naturally  the 
type  of  animal  most  needing  inspection.  It  is  noted  that  during 
the  year  the  percentage  of  diseased  meat  among  "casual"  slaughter 
was  two  to  three  times  as  great  as  tlriat  sent  through  ordinary 
channels .
